SURPLUS PROPERTY URGED 


Senate Committee Says Multiplicity of 
Groups Gives ‘Insiders’ Edge—Warns Sup- 
plies Could Cause Unemployment. 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP). 
—Describing the Government’s 
surplus property disposal setup as 
“extremely confused,” the Senate 
War Investigating Committee to- 
day called for a single, centralized 
agency. 

“The effect of having a multi- 
plicity of agencies,” the commit- 
tee reported, “is to make it easier 
for ‘insiders’ and others with spe- 
cial privileges to operate.” 

Asserting that large quantities

threaten existing markets, the 
committee reviewed at length the 
testimony concerning disposal 
sales by Jacob Goldberg, New 
York auctioneer. Goldberg was 
accused at hearings several weeks 
ago of having tried to “buy the 
influence” of two Government en- 


gineers in obtaining contracts for | 


the sales. He strenuously denied 
the charge. 

The report, confined to surpluses 
other than industrial plants, said 
large quantities of Government- 
held surplus goods threaten exist- 
ing markets and added: “The ad- 
ministrative organization for sur- 
plus disposal has been extremely 
confused.” 

It said every effort should be 
made to prevent surpluses from 
glutting peacetime markets and 
creating unemployment and sug- 
gested efforts be made to channel 
such goods into the hands of 
those who ordinarily would not be 
considered potential consumers. 

“There may be many such users, 
including charitable institutions 
here and the indigent both at 
home and in foreign countries.” 
the report said.

HOUSE COMMITTEE 
APPROVES YEAR'S 
DRAFT EXTENSION 


No Restriction Placed on 
Sending Men Into Com- 


bat 5 Months After In- 
duction. * 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP). 
—The House Military Committee 
today unanimously approved a 


one-year extension of the draft 
law—without changes. 

The action was taken after a 
brief hearing during which Army 


jspokesmen asked that no restric- 


tions be placed against the cur- 
rent policy of sending men into 
combat five months after their 
induction when necessary. 

Some members had sought to 
bar the sending of teen-age induc- 
tees into combat without a speci- 
fied period of training. 

Chairman May (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, said he would seek House 
consideration of the bill early next 
week. Unless Congress extends it, 
the present draft law, enacted in 
1940, will become inoperative on 
May 15. 

Although some committee mem- 
bers previously had inclined to- 
ward extensive hearings to con- 
sider numerous amendments, only 
two witnesses, Maj. Gen. Idwal 
Edwards in charge of training, 
and Maj. Gen. Stephen G. Henry, 
in charge of personnel, were 
heard. The committee did not 
call Maj. Gen, Lewis B. Hershey, 
selective service director, who was 
waiting to testify. 

Gen. Edwards told the commit- 
tee that the current need for re- 
placements had resulted in a pol- 
icy by which physically fit men 
were sent into combat within five 
months of their induction. 

There has been a case, Gen. Ed- 
wards said, of a man being killed

Floyd A. Van Loan, at Camp Mc- 
Cain, Grenada, Miss., to learn 
ithey had been shipped to her 
there, Four months elapsed with 
no trace of them and Pvt. Van 
Loan had gone overseas. 

Finally, in November Mrs. Van 
Loan received a letter from her 
husband and his commanding of- 
ficer. 

“I was sitting comfortably in a 
yw | rain-drenced foxhole ‘some- 
where in Germany’ when a box 


was handed to me,” wrote Van 
Loan. “Postmarks on it showed it 
had followed me from Camp Mc- 
Cain, Miss., by way of Fort Meade, 
Maryland; Camp Kilmer, New 
Jersey; Scotland, England, France, 
Holland and Belgium. Thinking 
it was food from home, you can 
imagine my surprise on opening 
it to find five of your summer 
dresses and two coats.” 

“The arrival of that package,” 
added Van Loan’s commander, 
“was the best morale builder my 
men could have had. We were 
about to attack Aachen, the men 
were tense and worried. When 
the dresses arrived, they started 
to laugh and kid your husband. 
The tension was broken... as you 
know, we took Aachen.”

Fourteen waves of Fortresses | 
and Liberators were protected by | 
700 Mustangs in the attacks on| 
the camps and air bases in the 
Ruhr. The Mustangs also pa- 
troled the sky for other wide- 


spread air operations ranging 
from the North Sea to Austria. 


The tactical air commands thus | 
were able to throw their full 
weight into the merciless bomb 
and rocket offensive against the 
Ruhr, 

The weather again favored the 
airmen, and so many hundreds of 
aircraft were flashing in all di- 
rections over the Reich that the 
Nazi radio finally gave up trying 
to follow them in its warning 
service.

1,716,000 MEN SEPARATED 
FROM ARMY FROM START 
OF WAR THROUGH DEC.’3!

T ported today that 1,716,000 

men have been separated 
from the Army since the start 
of the war.through Dec. 31, 
1944. 

Separations covered all 
causes, including deaths in 
battle and otherwise, honorable 
discharges, prisoners of war 
and missing, and other reasons 
such as retirements and assign- 
ments of men to _ inactive 
status. 

The figures in round num- 
bers include: Deaths, 29,000 of- 
ficers and 143,000 enlisted men, 
a total of 172,000; honorable 
discharges, 26,000 officers ana 
1,195,000 enlisted men, a total 
of 1,221,000; prisoners of war 
and missing, 25,000 officers and 
107,000 enlisted men, a total of 
132,000; other separations, 4000 
officers and 187,00 enlisted

KESSELRING ON WEST FRONT, 
MONTGOMERY STAFF REPORTS 


General Shifted From Italy, Has 
Replaced Von Rundstedt, 
Headquarters Says. 


TWENTY-FIRST ARMY 
GROUP HEADQUARTERS IN 
EUROPE,: March 22 (AP).—Mar- 
shal Albert Kesselring has been 
transferred from command of the 
German armies in Italy to West- 
ern Europe, where he has replaced 
Marshal Karl Rudolf Gerd von 
Rundstedt as commander in chief, 
it was stated today at headquar- 
ters of Marshal Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery. 


Kesselring is said to be high in 
Adolf Hitler’s graceg as a result of 
his long delaying campaign in 


Italy and his prompt declaration’ 


of allegiance to Hitler after last 
July’s bomb plot against the Ger- 
man Fuehrer. 


US. LOSSES RISE 
19.998 IN WEEK; 
4981 ARE DEAD 


4577 of Increase in 
Killed Listed by Army 
—Total Combat Losses 
Now Are 859,587. 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP). 
—Army and Navy combat casual- 
ties since the beginning of the 
war have reached 859,587, the two 
services announced today. 

Under Secretary of War Patter- 
son reported Army losses of 767,- 
680 on the basis of names com- 
piled in Washington through 


March 14. The Navy set its total 
at 91,907. 

The combined total was an in- 
crease of 19,998, including 4981 
killed, over last week’s report. 

A breakdown on Army casual- 
ties and corresponding figures for 
last week: 

Killed 150,310 and 145,733; an in- 
crease of 4577; wounded 464,731 
and 450,766; missing 88,209 and 89,- 
656; prisoners 64,430 and 62,302. 
Of the wounded 236,251, or more 
than half, have returned to duty. 

Similar figures on Navy casual- 
ties: Killed 35,342 and 34,938, an 
increase of 404; wounded 41,282 
and 41,443; missing 10,417 and 
10,483; prisoners 4266 and 4268. 


Patterson said that while a 
prime military accomplishment 
has been won in western Europe, 
“We must still fight the battle for 
inner Germany.” 

Except for the Allies’ bridge- 
head at Remagen, “the Rhine is 
a formidable defensive advantage 
to the Nazis,” he said. 

“There are great sections of the 
German Army on the east bank 
which are not yet committed to 
action, and there have been other 
periods when the enemy hag re- 
organized and found a new line 
on which to fight bitterly.” 

He said these are the over-all 
accomplishments: 

“First, the Siegfried line is gone; 


iiday except for disorganized 


German pockets while Allied 
bombers smashed by the hun- 
dreds north of the Ruhr, where 
the enemy said the Allies 
had massed enormous, smoke-

In connection with reports that 
the United States First Army had 
opened the -battle for the Ruhr on 
a broad front, Associated Press 
Correspondent Don Whitehead re- 
ported from the front at 5:35 
p. m. (11:35 a. m. St. Louis time): 

“Hodges’ First Army happens to 
be relatively quiet on broad front 
and nobody around here has heard 
of anybody storming the Sieg 
River line.” 

First Army troops increased 
their hold on the Sieg’s southern 
bank to nine miles, a stretch from 
the Rhine almost to the road cen- 
ter of Siegburg. Here they were 
only 12 miles from the edge of 
the Ruhr. The bridgehead now is 
29 miles long and nine deep. On 
the south it is within seven and a 
half miles of the east bank sub- 
urbs of Coblenz.

LONDON, March 22 (AP).— 
Hundreds of thousands of German 
civilians were reported in full 
flight today from the Ruhr valley 
and menaced areas immediately 
east of the Rhine, gravely hinder- 
ing Nazi military transport in 
their frantic haste to escape the 
advancing Allied armies. 

Swedish reports said roads lead- 
ing eastward to Nuernberg and 
Munich were clogged with fleeing 
civilians, and likened the situation 
to the dark days of 1940 when 
the conquering Nazi armies over- 
ran the Low Countries and France, 
driving before them a flood of 
refugees which impeded Allied 
troops trying to stem the enemy 
tide. 

Speeding the mass exodus was 
news of the disaster which has 
befallen the German armies east 
of the Rhine and ominous Ger- 
man radio predictions of an im- 
pending Allied airborne invasion 
of the Ruhr—predictions given 
color by concentrated Allied air 
attacks yesterday on Nazi airfields 
in that area. 

Allied predictions gave added 
impetus to the migration by 
dinning into German ears Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s warning 
that areas in the path of the 
Allied armies would be death 
traps for any civilians remaining 
there. 

Ruhr Cities Reported Deserted. 

The Stockholm newspaper Sven- 
ska Dagbladet said that Essen, 
Dortmund, Gelsenkirchen, Bochum 
and other cities in the Ruhr re- 
gion already were “dead” and de- 
serted. 

Thousands previously had fled 
from German cities west of the 
Rhine. A front dispatch last 
night said American troops which 
swept through Saarbruecken the 
day before had found fewer than 
1000 of the city’s 135,000 popula-

The Seventh Army also reached

Only a Mop-Up. 

The battle in the Palatinate be- 
came only a mop-up. What few 
German positions remained were 
being cut to ribbons. 

“Allied forces have reduced the 
German-held area south of the 
Moselle and west of the Rhine to 
little more than a. bridgehead,” 
Gen. Eisenhower’s communique 
said. 

The disregard which the Seventh 
and Third armies showed for mili- 
tary boundaries made battle maps 
a confusing maze of salients in 
which Patton’s and Patch’s troops 
were criss-crossed.

The battle of the Saarland and 
Palatinate, started by Patch’s at- 
tacks from the south eight days 
ago and actually decided March 16 
when Patton crossed the Moselle 
southwest of Coblenz, constituted 
one of the worst German defeats 
iu. the west. 

Opposite Karlsruhe in the Rhine 
valley north of Lauterbourg and 
Wissembourg, diehard Germans 
still fought the Seventh Army in 
the Siegfried line. 

Pirmasens Entered. 

Farther west, the Siegfried line 
fortress city of Pirmasens (47,200) 
was entered yesterday by the Sev- 
enth Army. It appeared probable 
that the Seventh Army had cap- 
tured Landau, fortified road cen- 
ter of 14,350 population, which was 
left far behind. 

“Elsewhere in the pocket from 
the northern limits of the Seventh 
Army penetration at Gruenstadt, 
southwestward to Pirmasens and 
eastward to the Rhine, organized 
resistance on any large scale 
seemed ended,” Correspondent 
Lewis Hawkins reported. 

Patton’s tank columns raced to 
within six miles of the capital of 
Speyer and six of Landau. 

The Third Army was fighting 
100 miles inside Germany and a 
bare 300 from Russian armies 
massed on the Oder southeast of 
Berlin. 

A high ranking German prison- 
er said one German general had 
committed suicide in despondency 
over the ignominious destruction 
of Wehrmacht forces west of the 
Rhine. 

Neunkirchen was a considerable 
prize.

captured, has 20,620 inhabitants 
and paper, cloth and other fac- 
tories.

Cleanup in Ludwigshafen. 

The Ninety-fourth Division of 
Maj. Gen. Harry J. Malony was 
cleaning up German remnants at 
Ludwigshafen. The twin cities of 
Mannheim, which is east of the 
Rhine, and Ludwigshafen comprise 
an industrial center of 427,000 pop- 
ulation. The I. G. Farbenindus- 
tries chemical plants there are the 
largest in Germany. 

The Ninetieth Infantry Division, 
which was held up in the out- 
skirts of Mainz for two days by 
the fanatical resistance of the 
German garrison there, broke the 
main defense perimeter last night 
by a heavy artillery pounding and 
moved into the town this morning. 

Mainz, which had a population 
of 159,000 and is the largest Ger- 
man city yet entered by the Third 
Army, has no more than 100 
habitable buildings, Associated 
Press Correspondent Edward D. 
Ball reported. The two ancient 
cathedrals there are in ruins.

Germans Face New Food Cut. 

Indicating the dire effects which 
the dislocation of vast sections of 
the population are having on the 
national economy, the German 
people were told by their govern- 
ment last night that they are 
facing a sharp cut in food rations 
and that they soon may get no 
meat at all. 

“Our plans have been wrecked 
because millions of Germans have 
returned from border areas and 
have to be fed on shrunken 
space,” said Joseph Stock, agri- 
cultural director of the Reich, in 
a domestic radio broadcast. “De- 
crees already have been issued 
which will cut deeply into every- 
body's food rations. More meas- 
ures will follow.” 

The Swiss press asserted that 
Adolf Hitler, apparently resigned 
to an inevitable junction of the 
Allied and Russian armies some- 
where west of Berlin in the near 
future, had completed prepara- 
tions for a last stand in the moun- 
tainous Berchtesgaden region in 
Southern Germany. 

There, Swiss papers said, Hitler 
hopes to wait out the “twilight 
period” after the’ war which he 
believes will end in a reign of 
chaos and unrest that will split 
the Allies and permit a rebirth 
of National Socialist Germany. 


Hitler Hideout Described. 


The Swiss said: 

“Into almost impassable moun- 
tain ridges have been incorporated 
a system of fortifications includ- 
ing machine-gun nests and flak 
positions. ... Bomb victims from 
Germany have been refused entry 
into the area and comfortable 
hideouts have been built there for 
more prominent Nazi leaders. 

“Huge stores of war material, 
ammunition chambers and repair 
workshops have been installed in 
the caves of Koenigsee, in old 
salt mines of the district and hol- 
lowed out mountain sides and in 
deep valleys.

While there may be _ isolated 
cases, he said, he did not believe 
it possible for a man to go into 
combat sooner than five months 
after donning a uniform. 

Should Congress restrict the 
handling of inductees by requiring 
a stated training period, perhaps 
a year, Gen. Edwards said, pres- 
ent operations would be retarded 
and demands for fighting replace- 
ments could not be filled. 

No men, he emphasized, are sent 
into combat until “we consider 
them adequately trained and 
physically hardened to the degree 
needed.” 

The average training for a re- 
cruit, he said, is about six months 
for a man going into the European 
theater and seven months for a 
man who will fight the Japanese. 
That time includes a furlough be- 
fore embarkation and a short 
waiting period abroad prior to as- 
signment to a combat uni. 

While the Army had followed, 
until last fall, a policy of not 
sending youths into action until 
they were 19 years old, Gen. Ed- 
wards said, the German offensive 
of late 1944 “upset a good many 
plans” and that policy was aban- 
doned. 

Without disclosing the exact fig- 
ures, Gen. Henry said there were 
relatively few troops in this coun- 
try qualified for combat duty. 
Many of those here, he added, 
have been returned under the ro- 
tation system calling for the re- 
lease from combat of approxi- 
mately 12,000 ground troops and 
9000 air force personnel monthly.

WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP). 

-President Roosevelt asked Con- 
gress today to appropriate $1,120,- 
453,300 for 19 civilian war agencies 
for the year beginning July 1. The 
request included funds for selec- 
tive service functions to provide 
an average “call” of approximate- 
ly 93,000 draftees a month. The 
total for the 19 agencies compares 
with $1,166,722,935 for the current 
iscal year, or a reduction of 46 
million dollars. 

The President asked for $54,500,- 
000 for selective service, compared 
with $55,672,120 for this year, and 
a White House statement said the 
current year would complete the 
mobilization of the largest armed 
force by far in the nation’s his- 
tory. The principal task in the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, the 
statement said, will be to obtain 
needed replacements’. to 
‘losses and discharges. 
| “The budget estimate,” it added, 
“provides for handling an average 
‘call’ of approximately 93,000 a 
| month. It is recognized that the 
itask of local boards in obtaining 
this number of men will become 
increasingly difficult as the num- 
ber of available registrants dimin- 
ishes and as it becomes necessary 
to draw more heavily on older 
age and occupationally deferred 
| groups.” 

The fund requested for the War 
Production Board—$48,042,000 us 
compared to $60,512,208 for this 
'year—was described as intended to 
| provide for meeting “the constant 
i'changes anticipated in the muni- 
|tions program due to strategic 
,considerations and battlefield ex- 
perience.” 

The WPB budget, the statement 
said, also “takes into consideration 
| the continuation of a tight civilian 
| supply situation during the next 
fiscal year.” 
| The White House said the over- 
j}all decrease of 46 million dollars

Harbor Facilities Taken Intact, Guerrillas 
Clear Interior—Enemy’s Shimbu

Iloilo itself has been taken, 
‘MacArthur announced, but 70 per 
cent of that capital city of the 
island—normally a city of 90,000 
population—was destroyed by the 
Japanese with fire and electrical- 
ly-controlled mines. 

On Luzon, the enemy’s Shimbu 
line east of Manila has collapsed, 
yielding a mass of war booty. 

In the spreading air war, Mitch- 
ell bombers caught a_ six-ship 
enemy convoy off Amoy, China, 
Tuesday and attacked it with 16 
tons of explosives. A 6000-ton 
Japanese freighter-transport and 
two destroyer escorts were sunk, 
two 7000-ton freighter-transports 
probably were sunk and a de- 
stroyer was damaged. Two Amer- 
ican bombers were lost. 

Iloilo fell to Maj. Gen. Rapp 
Brush’s Fortieth Infantry Divi- 
‘sion, which invaded Panay Sun- 
day. 


| Other Fortieth Division troops, 
aided by guerrillas, spread over 


the coastal plain around Tiloilo, 
seizing Santa Barbara airfield, the 
second air base captured on Pa- 
nay, and the towns of Gaub, Ta- 
bucan, San Sebastian and Pavia. 

“Before our landing, guerrilla 
forces under Col, Macario Peralta 
Jr., “had practically cleared the 
interior and coastal sectors of the 
island (largely mountainous) and

MacArthur gaid enemy losses in 
the collapsed Shimbu line were 
“extraordinarily heavy.” The 
Yanks seized 256 vehicles, most of 
them armored cars, 35 artillery 
and anti-aircraft guns, 12 mor- 
tars, 34 rocket launches, large 
quantities of machine guns and 
other equipment.

EDWARD J, FLYNN, EMISSARY 
OF F.D.R., RECEIVED BY POPE 


VATICAN CITY, March 22 
(AP).—Edward J. Flynn, President 
Roosevelt's personal emissary, was 
received today by Pope Pius XII 
in an hour-long audience.

87 FINNS ARE SENTENCED 
IN FIRST WAR CRIMES TRIAL 


HELSINKI, March 24 (AP).— 
Finland's first war crimes trial 
has resulted in convictions of 87 
persons, with sentences ranging 
from life terms to a few months 
imprisonment or fines, it was an- 
nounced today. Six soldiers ac- 
cused of murdering Russian pris- 
oners got life terms. Twenty of 
the accused were cleared by the 
Finnish civil and military court. 

The trial resulted from investi- 


— 


gations made by a special author- 
lity set up by the Government to 
examine treatment of war prison: 
ers. The official announcement 
said 165 persons had been ordered 
to trial and an additional 488 cases 
were held in abeyance. 

Minister of Justice Urho Kek- 
konen in a statement revealed 
that he personally had admon- 
ished the court that the punish- 
ment prescribed was “mainly too 
light.” He further disclosed that 
the Finnish Foreign Ministry had 
called his attention to the seem- 
ing mildness of the sentences— 
which obviously meant that Soviet 
Russia had complained. 


ADM. KING SAYS IWO PROVES 
TO JAPAN IT CAN'T STOP U. S. 


WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP). 
—Adm. Ernest J. King said today 
capture of Iwo has again taught 
the Japanese that “nothing he can 
do is capable of stopping our re- 
lentless advance.” 

Adm. King, commander in chief 
of the United States Fleet, made 
his assertion in a message of con- 


gratulations to Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz, commander of the Pacific 
Fleet. The message was passed 
on by Nimitz to all personnel un- 
der his command. It said: 

“I express to you my admiration 
for the performance of the forces 
under your command in the cap- 
ture of Iwo Jima, Their constant 
courage and determination in so 
difficult a struggle is an inspira- 
tion to the nation.

Patton’s Spearheads Meet > 
Little Resistance — 
Most Germans Seem 
Happy to Surrender.

WITH AMERICAN ARMOR AT 
LUDWIGSHAFEN, March 22 
(AP).—Lt. Gen. George S. Patton's 
newest and still unidentifiable 
tank division slammed into this 
Rhine city yesterday after prob- 
ably the wildest scramble in the 
history of armored warfare. 

It was like hitting a fresh egg 
with a hammer, with the resuilt- 
ant mess. 

Four armored divisions with 
single-track minds—to get to the 
|Rhine and chew up as many Ger- 
man forces as possible—ran all 
over one another's toes in a race 
in the Palatinate. 

Besides this new armored out- 
fit, the Tenth, Eleventh and 
Fourth Armored Divisions 
swarmed over all roads to the 
Rhine in the comparatively small 
area from Ludwigshafen to north 
of Worms. 

There is no will to fight left in 
the Germans west of the Rhine. 
They are badly beaten and know 
it. Some still are putting up a 
token resistance, but they are de- 
cidedly in the minority. The great 
majority seem happy to surren- 
der and get away from the shoot- 
ing. 

During the last two days T have 
driven by jeep more than 500 
miles in areas along the Rhine 
and immediately to the west and 
have seen thousands of Germans 
who came out of the woods and 
walked in columns westward 
along the roads, carrying white . 
flags. 

It is possible to jeep almost 
anywhere from Mainz southward 
to Ludwigshafen without any in- 
terference from the Germans. 

The enemy on the east bank of 
the Rhine has been lobbing over 
‘a few shells, about enough to keep 
a tired driver from going to sleep. 

About 25 German fighter planes 
stooged around Worms yesterday 
morning, doing some strafing, but 
mostly bluffing. They headed for 
home quickly when American 
Thunderbolts arrived. ; 

Through all this section, ancient 
structures appear to have sur- 
vived modern warfare better than 
modern buildings. The central 
section of Worms, through which 
the railroads run, had been re- 
duced to rubble, block after block, 
by Allied bombers. 

Amazingly, standing in the cen- 
ter of the debris, was the ancient 
Cathedral of Saints Peter and 
Paul, dating back to 1018. Its in- 
terior was gutted, but the walls 
and towers stood intact. Capt. 
Harold Bowers of Omaha, Neb., In 
an outfit which reached Worms 
yesterday morning, estimated that 
80 per cent of the city had been 
flattened by air bombardment. 

In contrast with the surly Ger- 
man civilians met farther back, 
those along the Rhine often wave, 
smile and even throw apples into 
passing cars.

1060 at Celebration — 
Paper’s Public Service 
Reviewed, Pension Plan 
Announced.

Joseph Pulitzer, editor of the 
Post-Dispatch, was 60 years old 
yesterday, and 1060 men and wom- 
en, present and past members of 
the Post-Dispatch organization, 
were his guests at dinner at Hotel 
Jefferson last night. 

More than the celebration of a 
personal anniversary, the dinner 
gathering became the occasion for 
a vivid review of the growth and 
public service of the Post-Dispatch 
in the 38 years since its founder, 
the elder Joseph Pulitzer, retired 
on his sixtieth birthday, and the 
33 years that his son, the present 
Joseph Pulitzer, has been its head. 

The highlight of the evening’s 
observance came when the guests, 
standing, heard Mr. Pulitzer recite 
the Post-Dispatch Platform, ca- 
bled by his father to a similar 
gathering at the old Southern 
Hotel, April 10, 1907, and since 
published at the he of the edi- 
torial page. 

His address dealt chiefly with 
the editorial and news achieve- 
ments of the Post-Dispatch in re- 
cent years, marking fulfillment of 
its platform, particularly in the 
words: 

“Always remain devoted to the 
public welfare; never be satisfied 
with merely printing news.” 


Expanded Pension Plan, 


He also announced the estab- 
lishment of the Joseph Pulitzer 
Pension Plan, which expands and 
modernizes the plan instituted by 
the founder on the occasion of his 
retirement in 1907. 

The new plan calls for a fund 
based on an irrevocable trust, the 
fund being frozen for pension pur- 
poses, and the first payment hav- 
ing been made. 

The entire cost is to be borne by 
the Pulitzer Publishing Co., no em- 
ploye contributiof being required. 
*ensions will be based on salary 
and years of service, the minimum 
for an employe retiring at the age 
of 65, after 20 years’ service, being 
$40 a month. The sum of the pen- 
sion and the employe’s social se- 
curity monthly benefits, it is pro- 
vided, shall be not less than one- 
third of the employe’s average 
monthly earnings in 1945 and fu- 
ture years. A letter explaining 
details of the plan reached every 
employe in today’s mail. 

Functions of a Newspaper. 

Mr. Pulitzer, outlining the seri- 
©us functions of a newspaper, 
aside from the necessary task of 
giving a certain amount of enter- 
tainment, listed: (1) Reporting 
what has happened; (2) Interpret- 
ing why it happened; (3) Leading, 
the telling of what should happen. 

“Have we done a good job?” he 
asked, and replied, “I think we 
have.” He attributed the success 
achieved to the mechanical depart- 
ments of the Post-Dispatch organi- 
zation, and to Radio Station KSD, 
not less than to the news and edi- 
torial departments. He praised the 
mechanical departments particu- 
larly for the results produced in 
making typography and illustra- 
tions attractive to the reader, ata 
time when war restrictions make 
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torial and cartoon criticism of the 
court handling of an important 
criminal case. The winning of the 
case, he said, “did quite a little to 
safeguard freedom of the press.” 
As another definite Post-Dispatch 
achievement, he listed the publish- 
ing, early in 1943, of the series of 
articles “What Are We Fighting 
For?” “I am convinced,” he said, 
“that this series, ranging from the 
left to the extreme right, helped 
to crystallize public sentiment for 
the demilitarization of Germany, 
never to rise again as a military 
power. The man who originated 
this idea was Julius Klyman (edi- 
tor of Pictures Magazine); the man 
who executed the plan at the 
Washington end was Charles G. 
Ross.” 
The last service described by Mr. 
Pulitzer was the presenting of in- 
formation regarding the presiden- 
tial candidates in last year’s elec- 
tion, and the discussion of the can- 
didates’ qualifications for ending 
the war and for leadership in 
peace-making. He credited this 
work in large part to Raymond P. 
Brandt, head of the Post-Dispatch’s 
Washington Bureau. 
“If Hitler and his gang could 
have come here,” he said, “I can’t 
help thinking that their first move 
would have been to close down the 
Post-Dispatch.” He concluded by 
the reading of the Post-Dispatch 
Platform.

War Has Increased Feel- 
ing of Friendship, Says 
Daughter of Philippine

Filipino loyalty to the United 
States was the result of America’s 
liberal policy toward the Philip- 
pine Islands and the war has. 
brought even closer friendship be- 
tween the two peoples, Maria Pa- 
loma. Osmena, daughter of Presi- 
dent Sergio Osmena of the Philip- 
pine Commonweulth, said yester- 
day. 


Miss Osmena, who is the wife of | 


James Milne Charniey, English- 
born American pianist in New 
York, spoke last night to members 


and guests of the Contemporary | 


Club at the Coronado Hotel. She 
said that 98 per cent of the Fili- 
pino people were loyal to America 
and paid bitterly for that loyalty 
under Japanese occupation, the 
Japanese resenting the fact that 
their “fellow Orientals” refused to 
collaborate. Filipinos never gave 
up the fight against the Japa- 
nese, she said, because they had 
something to fight for—freedom. 

Although complete independence 
of the Philippine Islands is not 
due until July 4, 1946, Miss 
Osmena said she believes the peo- 
ple of the islands have earned 
their freedom before that date by 
their activity in the war. Under 
present legislation, she said, in- 
dependence may be granted earlier 
than 1946 by agreement between 
the Presidents of the United 
States and of the Philippine Com- 
monwealth. 

Ready for Freedom. 

Miss Osmena said the people of 
the Islands are ready for freedom, 
having made great advances in 
education, political experience and 
in economic development during 
the 45 years of American occupa- 
tion. About 60 per cent of the 

eople are literate, she said. Hav- 
‘ing had 300 years of Spanish rule 
before 1898, she said Filipinos 
think like Europeans, rather than 
Orientals. Further industrial de- 
velopment of the Islands is neces- 
sary, she added, and expressed the 
hope that America will assist in 
the reconstruction. After she has 
achieved her independence, the 
Philippines will continue to fee] 
closely tied to America and will 
want America to maintain naval 
bases in the Islands, Miss Osmena 
declared.

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TESTIFIES DYING 
ARMIES DENIED 
AILLING HOGAN 


Herrin Police Chief Says 


Gangster 
Victim’s Body Had 
Been Disposed Of. 


Testimony that Monroe (Blackie) 
Armes stated on his deathbed last 
Dec. 13 that he had not killed Pat- 
rick Hogan, missing racetrack 
tout, “but you'll never find him. 
He’s been disposed of and that’s 
all I’m going to tell you” was 
given in United States District 
Court today by W. W, Parker, 
chief of police of Herrin, Il. 

Last month Parker and Mayor 
Fred Henderson of Herrin told of 
a statement made to them by an 
‘ex-convict robbery suspect that 
Hogan had been killed in the Club 
Royal shooting and that his body 
has been 4isposed of by throwing 
it on a burning slag heap neat 
West Frankfort, Ill. The suspect, 
Ray Wheland, held by Herrin au- 
thorities for investigation, said 
that he had overheard a conversa- 
tion among associates to the ef- 
fect that the killer of Hogan was 
a man now dead, referring to 
Armes. 

Parker was testifying today in 
support of a motion made by 
counsel for Hogan to dismiss a 
Federal warrant against the miss- 
ing gangster charging him with 
unlawfully fleeing to avoid prose- 
cution following the _ killing of 
Charles L. (Cutie) Bailey in 1943. 
Basis of the motion was that Ho- 
gan was dead, 

Parker said that he had gone 
to the Herrin hospital within 20 
minutes after the shooting in 
which Armes and Thomas Propes 
had been found and that Armes 
told him he was “gone” and 
he wished the doctor would 
give him a_ knockout _ shot. 
His answer, quoted above, was 
given in response to Parker’s re- 
quest that he tell him the truth 
about the Club Roval shooting. 
Mayor Henderson, also a witness, 
repeated his earlier story based on 
Wheland’'s statement. 

Last September several shots 
were fired in the Club Royal ca- 
sino near Belleville, Ill., and sev- 
eral witnesses testified that a man 
was killed and his body was 
dragged away from the premises 
into a waiting car. Hogan was last 
seen there in the company of 
Armes and another gangster, 
Frank Wortman. 

Morris Shenker, counsel for the 


, Sureties on the $20,000 bond given 


by Hogan in the Federal fugitive 
warrant, told United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore of 
his investigation into Hogan's 
disappearance. He said that fol- 
lowing the Club Royal shooting, 
he checked every hospital, police 
Station and sheriff's office in this 
area and could find no evidence 
that anyone had been treated for 
& gunshot wound in the 15 days 
following the shooting. 

Shenker sought to have the 
warrant dismissed in order to re- 
lieve the bondsmen, but Judge 
Moore overruled the motion and 
reset the case for the first day of 
the September term, which begins 
on the setond Monday in that 
month. The reason given by 
Moore for his ruling was that the 
prosecution had taken no action 
when the original State indictment 
against Hogan had been nolle

the project while 40,000 jobs would 
be provided every year thereafter 
on maintenance work. 

“We are likely to have 200,000 
more people looking for work in 
St. Louis after the war than we 
had in 1940,” he said. “On the 
assumption that not more than 30 
million dollars of the bond issue 
funds will go directly into wages, 
this would mean employment for 
only 100,000 workers at $20 a week 
for 15 weeks.”

Perhaps we haven't scrutinized 
closely enough what lies behind a 
great military exploit like Patton’s 
sudden mad dash to Coblenz,. Talk- 
ing with some of Patton’s closest 


collaborators, I got an entirely new 
conception of some of the secrets 
of his success as “a great, a born 
open-field runner.” 

First, take a look at a typical 
Patton “stunner.” When Von 
Rundstedt burst through the Ar- 
dennes last December, Patton's 
Third Army broke all records for 
transporting whole divisions over 
long distances at incredible speed. 
I got back to Luxembourg in time 
to see the tail-end of the fastest 
armed, motorized flood in military 
history: What actually happened 
has not yet been publicized at a 
fraction of its true merit. At 
least five Third Army divisions, 
complete with armor and artil- 
lery, were moved more than 100 
miles in 48 hours or less. That 
saved the entire Allied southern 
flank along the Bulge. 


Frantic Rush. 

Patton's Third Division was 
moved out of front lines near Saar- 
lautern and went into action 75 
miles away only 18 hours later. 
His Eighteenth Division left Sta- 
vold irs Lorraine at 1 p. m. on Dec. 
19. It moved every unit about 125 
miles, and went into action 24 
hours later. One regiment, with 
all its artillery, made this gigantic 
jump and began shooting again 
after only 15 hours. Using but 
two paralle! roads, five of Patton’s 
divisions averaged more than 100 
miles in their frantic rush north- 
ward. Most of their men went 
without sleep for two days and 
nights, then resumed fighting. 
Tanks, half-tracks and _ trucks 
dashed north, tail to headlights, in 
a dizzy and compact procession 
which extended at times for as 
much as 150 miles without inter- 
ruption. 

Commanders who participated 
{n this dazzling performance 
frankly say there has never been 
anything like it. They themselves 
did not ‘believe the thing could be 
done at anything like this un- 
heard-of pace. With a grin, Gen. 
Patton assured me that all he had 
done was to tell his divisional 
commanders where they had got 
to be tomorrow. According to Pat- 


ton, he himself, his chief of staff | 
and his chauffeur had merely co- | 


operated to set that vast armored 
tide rolling, and then it rolled. 

Some qualified observers insist 
Patton's Third must have the best, 
high-powered blankety-blank Serv- 
ice of Supply in the Allied armies. 
And those SOS generals and colo- 
nels are certainly a mighty impor- 
tant factor. But there is still that 
fabulous spark-plug who is known 
to the world as “Old Blood and 
Guts,” and is called ironically by 
some of his men “Old Milk and 
Honey.” 

One of Patton’s staff summar- 
ized his army’s dash to Luxem- 
bourg and Belgium in this fash- 
ion: “Patton just told his generals 
where to go and when they had to 
be there. Some of his generals 
looked at each other blankly and 
unbelievingly when the Old Man 
walked out... . Then they did it! 
They kept pushing one regiment 
on the heels of the next one, just 
rolling like hell all the time. It’s 
the fastest movement of a huge 
number of troops that’s ever been 
done.” 


Stuck His Neck Out. : 

When you look into the behind- 
the-scenes record of the St. Lo-to- 
Paris breakthrough you get the 
same story. Patton always rides a 
break to the last yard of its con- 
ceivable dividend. He sticks his 
meck out. After St. Lo, as one 
of his intimates expresses it, “Pat- 
ton had his neck stuck ’way out 
in five directions at once. Patton 
didn’t give a tinker’s dam. We 
just cut through and kept going— 
and left the infantry to clean up 
the Germans we left behind.” 

One of the great secrets of Gen. 
Patton’s success, in this and each 
succeeding runaway exploit, is re- 
liably stated to be the fact that 
he never worries about details. 
Patton simply tells his generals 
to do the impossible and expects 
them to do it. They say that Pat- 
ton doesn’t bother to tell them 
how to do it. He delegates tre- 
mendous responsibility, and, be- 
cause his own belief, and his be- 
lief in his commanders, is so 
great, they exceed themselves. 

It is truly a heart-warming ex- 
perience to hear a General, who 
has been through everything with 
Patton, describe in detail that mad 

sh to Paris. As always, Patton 
wold his generals where they had 
to be, and at what time tomorrow. 
“He just said, ‘You get there,’ And 
they did.”

There it was necessary to break 
straight through the _ Siegfried 
line from Wallendorf to Bitburg 
to Prum. Once that had been ac- 
complished Patton’s armor raced 
to the Rhine and Coblenz and An- 
dernach were doomed. 


These typically Patton blitz- 
kriegs could not be accomplished 
without our armor. The good old 
infantry, which cannot get too 
much credit, makes the  bridge- 
heads, but it is the armor that ex- 
ploits the bridgeheads and breaks 
through and around the enemy to 
disrupt his cape gaps. Armor and 
infantry, plus air power spell vic- 
tory in modern warfare. 

How were these armored break- 
through possible if, as so many ex- 
perts insist in the press and on 
the radio, American armor 158 
markedly inferior to German 
armor? As the enemy well knows, 
Patton’s phenomenal drive across 
France last August and his sub- 
sequent successes at Bastogne, 
Coblenz and Bingen were spear- 
headed by his Sherman tanks. And 
yet the experts will tell you that 
the Sherman cannot match the 
German Tiger or Tiger Royal, or 
even the Panther. 


U. S. and Nazi Losses. 


How does one explain this para- 
dox? If the American armor is in- 
ferior, how does it manage to keep 
on pushing back the Germans? 

Now, at last these reasonable 
queries are answered from a most 
competent source. Correspondents 
are permitted to reveal that the 
Third Army has lost 1100 tanks, 
against the enemys 2200. These 
figures are given in round num- 
bers and are complete up to a few 
days ago, since when our 2-to-1 
advantage has been increased 
somewhat. 

From the same well informed 
source an explaantion of our dem- 
onstrated superiority in the use of 
armor is offered substantially as 
follows: 

“The Germans lost the war be- 
cause of their big tanks. They 
made not a tank but a gun, and 
they should have used it as a gun. 
“We have the best tanks in the 
world. Any talk of our armor be- 
ing inferior to the Germans, is not 
only a malignant lie, but it hurts 
our soldiers’ morale. , 


“Of course, if you have a village 
main street and you put a German 
tank at one end of the street with 
an 88mm. gun and our tank at the 
other end with a 75 gun we are 
going to ge licked. But only a 
damned fool would do this. 

“We use our tanks as armored 
divisions weapons, not as self-pro- 
pelled guns, It is mechanically 
impossible for the Germans to do 
what we have done. Our great 
advantage is the electric power 
turret, which gives us greater flex- 
ibility and maneuverability. By 
pressing a button we can swing 
our gun a full 360 degrees, where- 
as the German turret is hand- 
cranked and the gun moves slowly. 
And the German turret can be 
knocked out easily. 

“How would you get the Tiger 
or the Panther across the Atlantic 
or through France with all its 
rivers? Our ships are not equipped 
to handle such big tanks. Nor 
could they get over most of the 
bridges. In the Saar battlé area 
last November we built more than 
300 bridges, able to carry any ve- 
hicle we have. They couldn’t have 
done that for 70 and 80-ton tanks.”

Break-Through Tactics.

Some people say the Third Army 
is too modest, too blase. That we 
have been making one break- 
through after another and take it 
all for granted. For instance, in 
the present operation we have re- 
ported that resistance was mod- 
erate to light. Perhaps the public 
should know that it’s light only 
because we broke through and got 
behind the enemy. 

After all, that’s the whole secret 
of armored warfare. When you 
break through the outer crust of 
the Germans’ defenses they have 
no reserves to bring up.

OVERNMENT control of foods in wartime involves the regula~- 
tion of distribution as well as production. Shortages of the 
past and present often reflect an uneven distribution. 


Rationing is designed to distribute supplies evenly, but there are 
loopholes as well as violations: which enable some consumers to get 


more than their share. 
Even now, when complaints of 


shortage of meats are rampant, 
showcases are well filled in some 
areas, Often in the same city, one 
store will have more meat per 
customer than another. 

Food supplies tend to remain 
close to the squrce of production. 
Normally, it is only when near-by 
consumers get all they want that 
supplies move out to areas of less- 
er production. 

This has been true especially in 
the case of meats and butter, the 
great bulk of which are produced 
and processed in the Midwest. 

Because of this — and some 
black marketing—there has been a 
tendency for a larger and larger 
share of the hogs and beef cattle 
to be bought and slaughtered by 
small, local plants serving very 
limited areas. As a consequence, 
large packing plants which nor- 
mally supply the more distant 
areas have been getting a smaller 
part of the total meat supply. 

Aggravating bad _ distribution 
among civilians has been the fact 
that the Government has had to 
depend very largely on the bigger 
plants to supply the Army and 
lend-lease and to provide foreign 
relief. These plants have been 
forced to cut down on supplies 
moving to their civilian customers. 

The Government from time to 
time has tightened regulations de- 
signed to send more meat animals 
to the larger plants, but those 
moves have not been completely 
successful. Officials say that the 
only way to obtain an even dis- 
tribution would be to place a po- 
liceman on every livestock farm, 
in every slaughter plant and in 
every retail store. 

Often complaints revolve around 
an insufficient supply of a particu- 
lar cut or type of meat. For ex- 
ample, complaints are being made 
in the South of a shortage of salt 
pork, highly desired by some con- 


Another cause of maldistribution 
is an understandable attempt on 
the part of some processors to 
favor their better customers. It 
is their desire to hold these cus- 
tomers for peacetime markets. 
Frequently transportation difficul- 
ties cause temporary local short- 
ages. 

Government distribution policies 
for sugar, as Well as a wartime de- 
cline in the domestic production, 
have affected supplies of this com- 

ity. Last year the Government 
allowed civilians larger rations, 
principally for canning. It also 
increased allowances to industrial 
users, such as soft-drink makers, 
bakers and candy makers. 


These increased allowances, 
sharply opposed by some Govern- 
ment authorities, had the effect 
of largely depleting sugar reserves. 
The action in granting larger ra- 
tions was prompted largely by the 
belief that the war in Europe was 
about over. 

Looking backward, it is easy to 
see now that rationing could have 
been used more effectively in 1944 
to make supplies of present short- 
age items last longer. 

Meats, lard, shortening, other 
fats (except butter) and some 
canned foods were taken off the 
ration list in the spring. They 
were not returned until late in De- 
cember, after it became apparent 
that the war would continue well 
into 1945. When they finally were 
restored to rationing, the action 
was not taken without an inter- 
agency controversy. 

The move was urged by the Of- 
fice of Price Administration but 
was opposed by the War Food Ad- 
ministration.

The Annual-Wage Inquiry 


In the nation’s quest for that great economic 
essential, full employment, the President’s order 
for an immediate inquiry into the possibilities 
of annual-wage plans in industry is an important 
development. 

In the 57 plants over the country where the 
plan is in operation, both industry and labor 
have benefited. The workers have regular in- 
comes, in slack as well as busy seasons, and so 
a high degree of security. The employer has 
stabilized his production, with added profits as a 
result of steady operation. 

The experience of the Hormel meat-packing 
plant at Austin, Minn., is often cited as an in- 
stance of the plan’s possibilities. Its workers 
are guaranteed 52 pay checks a year, based 
on a 40-hour week at their regular pay. They 
receive the same pay each week, regardless of 
whether they work more or less than 40 hours. 
At the end of the year, there is a settlement for 
production in excess of annual quotas, and 
this bonus has ranged from a week’s to seven 
weeks’ extra pay. 

Labor at first viewed the idea with suspicion. 
It seemed just another form of.“‘speed-up” to 
union leaders. However, the good results at- 
tained at the Hormel plant, also by Proctor & 
Gamble, Nunn-Bush Shoe Co., Eastman Kodak 
and other large concerns, brought a change in 
labor’s views. Now the plan is being urged for 
wider adoption, and the steelworkers made it 
one of their contract demands last year. The 
WLB rejected the demand, but advised a study 
of the plan, now ordered by the President. 

The late Justice Brandeis said many times that 
one of the worst and least excusable blots on our 
industrial system is irregularity of employment. 
A. A. Berle Jr. pointed out some years ago that 


“public relief to workers in time of lay-off is a | 


subsidy to industry.” Certainly it should be a 
goal of progressive citizens and enlightened in- 
dustry to strive for full-time employment. The 
Hormel company has found that it pays: in high- 
er profits, greater efficiency and lower over- 
head. Its surrounding community has benefited, 
too, for workers are better able to buy durable 
goods and invest in homes since they need not 
fear a lay-off and loss of income. 

In some industries, there would be formidable 
difficulties ahead of adopting such a plan. These 
are the seasonal industries, and those whose 
orders depend on the fluctuating needs of cus- 
tomers. Those subject to violent ups and downs 
in demand would be taking.a great financial risk 
if they guaranteed an annual wage. Undoubtedly, 
however, all business would benefit if the fluctu- 


ations of the economic cycle; a hazard to worker - 


and employer alike, could be ironed out, and 
each plant on an annual-wage basis contributes 
to that process. 

Suppose, for instance, that a plan could be 
worked out for annual wages in the building in- 
dustry. Home construction has been inadequate 
in this country for years because of building 
workers’ high wages, and these in turn have been 
caused by the irregularity of work, because of 
weather and other factors. An annual wage for 
building craftsmen would put their services with- 
in the budget of many more families, and 
probably would mean a larger yearly ‘“take- 
home pay” total for the workers than at present, 

The annual-wage plan could scarcely be im- 
posed by law, of course, since conditions vary 
so widely in various industries. It would have to 
be largely a matter for collective bargaining, and 
for individual decision by employers. In this con- 
nection, a recent writer in the Magazine of Wall 
Street said: 

In opposing such plans, the tendency of 
too many managements is to concentrate 
their thoughts exclusively on the reasons 
why they can’t be adopted, and on all the 
possible objections. The cause of economic 
and social stability would be better served 
by a more flexible attitude, by a greater 
willingness to sit down with the union rep- 
resentatives and genuinely explore the pros 
and cons, by seeking to work out ways and 
means for providing half a loaf, or even a 
quarter of a loaf, if the whole loaf is beyond 
reach. 

This, we hope, will be the spirit found over the 
country as the President’s representative com- 
mission makes its inquiry and presents its re- 
port. The country cannot afford to overlook any 
plan that offers prospect of contributing to full 
employment. And the annual wage, where feas- 
ible, has been proved an influence for stabiliza- 


tion.

There is truly no end, as Life magazine sug- 
gests, to which Nazi propaganda will not go.

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A Good Sign in the Legislature

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Beside the Point 


The letter in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion 
is partly to the point, but largely beside it. The 
letter shows principally that some creators of 
radio advertising are sensitive to criticism of 
ugly plugs in newscasts. 

We have said that the big networks (1) should 
quit interrupting news broadcasts with commer- 
cial plugs, and (2) should quit permitting these 
broadcasts to be sponsored by objectionable ad- 
vertisers. This is specific criticism. The agency 
manager quoted in the Mirror replies that radio 
advertising is a good thing. We think so, too, 
but it is beside the point, and so are the writer’s 
main arguments: 

(1) “Commercials are written as a form of 
service to persons who hope to cut budgets. . .” 

Commercials are written to make money. 
They can be a service, but not when they im- 
pose cheap talk of pains and pills upon news 
of momentous events. 

(2) “People listen to radio commercials by 
choice, regardless of where they are placed in 
a program.” 

People listen to news broadcasts by choice, be- 
cause of an intense and personal interest in news. 
They listen to commercial spots in the news be- 
cause the spots can’t be avoided. 

(3) “Sustaining programs .. . do not ap- 
proach the high popularity rating shown by pro- 
grams that carry heavy middle commercials.” 

This implies that middle commercials con- 
tribute to the popularity of news and other pro- 
grams. But programs are not popular because 
they carry sales talk. They carry sales talk be- 
cause they are popular, and offer a good adver- 
tising buy. 

(4) “I am thrilled because the American eco- 
nomics of advertising meets the cost (of radio) 
without .. . the listener paying a nickel.” 

Even if true, this has nothing to do with news- 
cast plug-uglies. However, radio advertisers fig- 
ure the cost of programs into the price of their 
products. Radio listeners who buy these prod- 
ucts help pay for programs, and have a right to 
criticise what they pay for. 

The letter does not admit that news broad- 
casts in wartime are highly serious and demand 
more dignity than other types of programs. The 
author of the letter tries to defend a crack in 


—radio’s advertising foundation on grounds that 


the foundation is necessary. This is accurate but 
irrelevant. 
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Scene in the Senate 

Under the heading of senatorial courtesy, 
news dispatches report that the Senators are 
bandying such words as “‘lies,” “little nincom- 
poop,” and “rotten, rotten, rotten.” Some Sen- 
ators are mad at other Senators because the 
President nominated Aubrey Williams to be 
Rural Electrification Administrator. 

The Senate laid aside the Mexican water 
treaty to take up the nomination. Majority 
Leader Barkley, who supports Williams, and 
Senator Connally, who doesn’t, both argued that 
action on the treaty might have some influence 
on the coming United Nations meeting at San 
Francisco. Senator Bilbo put them in their 
places by saying that the nomination was more 
important than a treaty “affecting a handful of 
states.” 

The result was an inspiring debate. Senator 
MeKellar shouted, “Rotten, rotten, rotten,” as 
Senator Ellender observed that Senators calling 
Williams a Communist might logically be painted 
Red for voting for the National Youth Adminis- 
tration, which Williams once directed. Charges 
of falsity and smearing resounded among the 
dignified and temperate. Challenges to fight 
were tossed at two newspaper columnists. 

There are a number of good reasons why Wil- 
liams’ nomination should be confirmed. In its 
present state of mind, the Senate is not in a 
position to consider or criticise any of them. In- 
stead, it might consider a recess to a back alley. 
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A machine has been invented which will flip 
coins either heads or tails, just as the flipper 
chooses. But will it flip heads we win, tails they 
lose? 
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Convicts as Human Guinea Pigs 

Prison inmates can’t serve their country at 
the front, much as many of them may want to 
do so, but 200 or more convicts have nevertheless 
been risking their health in the war effort. 
These are the men who have been acting as 
human guinea pigs in a project of the National 
Research Council, medical science division, to 
find a more efficacious drug for malaria than 
the present quinine and atabrine treatments. 

First, the convicts allow themselves to be bit- 
ten by mosquitoes infected with the malaria 
parasite. Then, when the disease develops, they 
submit to dosage with new and unknown drugs, 
so that medical men can tell whether the drugs 
can be given to patients safely. Prisoners at 
three institutions, at Joliet, Atlanta and Rahway, 
N. J., responded immediately and enthusiastical- 
ly to the call for volunteers, ‘‘on learning that, 
through their co-operation, thousands of GIs 
might be spared the ravages of the tropical mal- 
ady,” says the council's report. All have sub- 
mitted willingly to the distressing and painful 
course of tests, and have obeyed the doctors’ 
orders completely. 

When men being punished for offenses against 
society take such risks to better the lot of sol- 
diers on the tropical fronts, then it can be truly 
said that this is everybody's war.

Advertising agency manager upholds interrupting commercial 
spots and medical sponsorship of news broadcasts; he says people 
of who object are “disgustingly healthy” or “strongly fortified finan- 
cially,” and maintains that people listen to the plugs by choice. 


A Letter to the Radio Editor of the New York Times by Ralph Smith,

The campaign of criticism against the 
“middle commercial” in newscasts and “‘ob- 
jectionable advertisers’ who sponsor them 
has taken on the aspect of the proverbial 
snowball rolling downhill. In fact, this 
snowball has grown rapidly in circumfer- 
ence, due to a motley accumulation of pro- 
posed panaceas, ranging from completely 
dehydrated commercials to self-regulation 
by radio itself to forestall Government con- 
trol, 

The only interested party not yet heard 
from is the culprit himself, “the objection- 
able advertiser.” Since there are two sides 
to every story, it seems fitting that before 
the defendant is sentenced he should be 
permitted to state his case. 

Our advertising agency puts on the air 
each week approximately 2000 commercials, 
18 per cent of which fall into the disputed 
category of “middle commercials.” As a 
result, we have found that nobody relieved 
of a stomach ache by a remedy purchased 
through a radio commercial ever complains 
about them. Neither does a housewife who 
has cut the cost of food and drug purchases 
for her family, 


Commercials. a Service 


Persons who complain about commer- 
cials are, as a rule, disgustingly healthy or 
so strongly fortified financially that grocery 
bills are no problem. Frankly, commercials 
are not written for such ag these. Com- 
mercials are written as a form of service to 
persons who hope to cut budgets or find 
new methods and products of personal 
value, 

People listen to radio commercials by 
choice, regardless of where they are placed 
in the program. I am not referring to the 
critical minority who are either profes- 
sional or amateur objectors and therefore 
quite self-sufficient. I mean Mr, Average 
Listener who wants to hear commercials 
so they may benefit him personally. 


Sustaining programs, which have no com- 


mercials, many of them carried over long ° 
periods, do not approach the high popu- 
larity rating shown by programs that carry 
heavy middle commercials, both on news 
and entertainment shows. If commercials 
did not have audience value, mass preju- 
dice against them would prevent programs 
from achieving these high ratings. 


When I hear a radio news reporter speak- 
ing direct from a newly won distant beach- 
head, I am thrilled at this marvel of sci- 
ence; and I am also thrilled because the 
American economics of advertising meets 
the cost without Government subsidy and 
without the listener paying a nickel. 

It is an amazing thing, howeVer, that the 
radio industry itself is not adult enough to 
realize the economics of its own structure. 


Advice for Sponsors 


We do not pretend, of course, that all 
commercials are perfect. On the contrary, 
out of careful study we make the follow- 
ing suggestiong to sponsors of newscasts as 
a safeguard against restrictions which may 
penalize all: 

(1) Get to the news fast. Don't put too 
long a plug on the “front page” of your 
newscast. A l10-word bow to the sponsor 
is sufficient, 

(2) Never do that dishonest “bridge” 
from the news to the product. Come right 
out and say you'll go back to the news after 
a message about the product that brings 
the news. 

(3) Don’t engage in puffery. Don’t talk 
about your own self-interest. Talk instead 
about the aspects of your product that deal 
with the listeners’ self-interest. Be direct, 
concise, simple. Avoid insincerity. Avoid 
tricks and “effects.” 

People love to “look at the ads” in the 
papers and “hear the ads” on the radio. 
So let’s not be thrown for a loss by the 
all too articulate critica. Freedom of 
speech is one of the Four Freedoms Ameri- 
cans are fighting for!

WMC Ruling ‘Clear Cut’ 


Green Light for Baseball 

WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP). 
—War Manpower Commissioner 
Paul V. McNutt figuratively 
downed an umpire’s cap, watched 
the play closely, ;and called base- 
ball “safe” for the 1945 season. 

In a decision that cleared one 
of the game’s principal man-power 
hurdles, McNutt/ yesterday ruled 
that players ay return to the 
diamond from off-season employ- 
ment, such as winter war plant 
jobs. 

These players, coaches and man- 
agers do not need a certificate 
of availability or referral card 
under WMC’s job program since 
baseball is their principal busi- 
ness and, McNutt held in effect, 
they have a right to work at it. 

His decision, following closely 
President Roosevelt’s recent pat 
on the back for the sport, vir- 
tually set the stage for the start 
of the fourth wartime season, 

Then There’s That Bill. 

The only thing, apparently, that 
could clog the works at this late 
date is enactment of work-or-jail 
legislation, now before Congress, 
and an interpretation that dia- 
mond players were directly af- 
fected. Such action is considered 
unlikely. 

Most baseball leaders were jubi- 
lant at the decision. Said Will 
Harridge, president of the Amer- 
ican League: “Mr. McNutt’s 
statement is very gratifying.” 
And Ford Frick, the National 
Ieague boss, chimed in: “It’s a 
great thing for baseball.” 

Sample comments from club of- 
ficials: 

Joe McCarthy, manager of the 
Yankees—‘It's the best news we've 
had this year.” 

Roy Mack, Athletics— “Very 
helpful to baseball.” 

Lou Perini, Boston Braves—‘“It’s 
a load off the minds of the ball 
players to know that the WMC 
feels they're doing the right thing 
in returning to their regular pro- 
feasions.” 

Army Still Comes First. 

Warren C. Giles, Reds’ vice 
president—“Baseball isn’t trying 
to hang on to any man the Army 
needs, but the off-season status 
of bonafide players whose indus- 
trial skill was doubtful was a 
source of constant worry to of- 
ficials trying to keep baseball 
alive.” 
Branch Rickey of Brooklyn 
struck a mildly dubious note, say- 
ing—“The edict helps only those 
who are in 4-F. Players not in 
4-F who quit war jobs for base- 
ball would be placed in 1-A.” 

McNutt said he had satisfied 
himself that there is a widespread 
demand for the game, particular- 
ly among service men, and that it 
has home-front morale value. He 
added there is “real justification 
for this action” and the game’s 
@ontinuance. 

Under WMC's 


ruling, players 
who were in baseball last year 
and have contractural relation- 
ships with any club, including an 
option for the current season, now 
may be “recalled to their princi- 
pal employment” without going 
through the United States Em- 
ployment Service,

The decorative poster on the 
Jead truck of the American convoy 
into Kunming, heralding the ‘re- 
opening of the Burma road into 
China last month, was designed 
by Cpl. Sidney Kottler, St. Louis 
commercial artist, who also 
sketched the eventful journey and 
had a major hand in preparing 
the Army publicity attending it. 

Cpl. Kottler, 31 years old, sent 
‘his parents, Mr. and Mrs. I. Kot- 
tler, 5937 Hamilton terrace, and 
other relatives and friends a 
5000-word mimeographed letter on 


the colorful trek from India. He 
made the first leg of the 1050-mile 
route by air, catching up with the 
convoy at Myitkyina after staying

Kottler, who was to fly 
back, was delayed eight days by 
bad weather which closed the 
flight route over the Himalayan 

“hump.” He returned to his base 
Feb, 16, after a 31-day “thrilling 
and worthwhile trip.” 

At Nahmkam, where the con- 
voy was delayed while combat 
troops cleaned out Japs holding a 
stretch of road, Cpl. Kottler at- 
tended a party at Lt. Col. Gordon 
Seagrave's hospital, celebrating 
the “Burma Surgeon’s” return to 
the spot where he originally start- 
ed his mission before the Japanese 
invaded North Burma. He wrote 
that he overheard Dr. Seagrave 
lament the damage caused by 
American bombers to his buildings 
in the time they were occupied by 
the Japanese. At Nahmkam, too, 
he acquired a small marble Budd- 
ha at a ruined temple. 3 

En route, at Paoshan, he was 
among guests at a big banquet 
given by Chinese authorities. The 
toasting drink, almost pure alco- 
hol distilled from rice, was called 
Jing-baw’”—meaning air-raid—by

the Americans. It is also used as 
a motor fuel. The Chinese general 
at Cpl. Kottler’s table spoke his 
only English in describing the 
drink. “T. N. T.,” the General 
said, grinning. 

Cpl. Kottler gave this descrip- 
tion of the arrival at Kunming. 


“We were cheered by great 
crowds of coolies and merchants 
and all other classes. The Chinese 
held fireworks out on long sticks 
exploding them almost in our 
faces. Crowds 20-deep lined the 
streets and waved flags of the 
United States, the United King- 
dom and Russia. So great was the 
pressure of people lining the 
streets for miles that policemen 
were forced to keep our route 
open with fixed bayonets.” 

Cpl. Kottler, who entered the 
Army in March, 1942, received his 
art training at Washington Uni- 
versity School of Fine Arts.

In a whispered conversation, 
Schurz asked Field if he would present him to the 
audience. The poet acquiesced with alacrity, and 
advanced to the front of the platform with one 
hand pressed against his throat. 

“Chentlemens und peepuls,” began Field in 
heavy German dialect, pretending he was Schurz. 
“I.haf a wery bad cold tonight, so will haf my 
goot friend, Eugene Field, speak mitt you. He iss 
a cholly goot fellow und I hope he vill blease 
you.” 

Schurz afterward told intimates that he was so 
shocked at Field’s clowning that he suffered a 
slight heart attack and was unable to fully ex- 
tricate himself from the predicament which 
Field had placed him.

ASE F-221: Selma B., aged 33, is the active church mem- 

ber whom her clergyman described to me yesterday. “I 

married a man 10 years my senior,” she said to me later 
when I had a chance to interview her privately. I was young. 
My parents forced me into the marriage for I didn’t love the 
man. But they thought he was a good catch, for he had money 
and came from an influential family. 

“Well, I tried to be a good wife to him, but he was never 
affectionate.

When I asked him to go to church with me, he said 
religion was the bunk. After staying at home five years, I 
finally decided to go to church, even if I must attend without 
him, Without the church activities and friendships, I think 
I would have gone crazy long ago.

LAND meat or fish calls for 

some tartness or pronounced 

flavor in the vegetable to be 
served with it. The rice and to- 
mato curry below is a recipe that 
fills just such a requirement. Rice 
takes the place of potatoes and 
the tomatoes lift the nutritive 
level of the rice. The curry blends 
the two foods together in a most 
appealing way. A good edible gar- 
nish for this dish is sliced green 
peppers sauteed until barely soft 
in margarine, then arranged in 
groups of two or three around the 
rice, 


Rice and Tomato Curry. 

One-half cup onions; one-fourth 
cup margarine; one No. 2 can 
tomatoes, home canned; one tart 
apple; one carrot, grated; one- 
fourth cup diced celery; two tea- 
spoons sugar; one teaspoon salt; 
one-eighth teaspoon pepper; one 
teaspoon curry powder; two cups 
cooked rice, 

Dice onion and saute in the mar- 
garine until lightly transparent 
and yellow. Add the tomatoes, ap- 
ples cut into small cubes, carrot, 
celery and seasonings. Cook for 
five minutes. Add the rice and 
gently simmer for 10 minutes. 
Garnish with tiny sprigs of par- 
sley. Four servings. 

Breakfast: Fresh grapefruit sec- 
tions; buckwheat griddle cakes; 
hot syrup; pan-fried bacon, 

Luncheon: Cream of potato 
soup; French bread; carrot sticks 
and crisp celery; chocolate pud- 
ding. 

Dinner: Fried perch filets; rice 
and tomato curry; buttered green 
beans; peach half, stuffed with 
chopped prunes and nuts; bread; 
cocoa cookies, 

Cocoa Cookies. 

As long as cocoa is more easily 
obtainable than chocolate, it is a 
good plan to learn how to substitute 
cocoa in the place of chocolate. 
Those most experienced in making 
such comparisons say that from 
3 to 4 tablespoons of cocoa and 
one tablespoon shortening should 
be used in place of one ounce of 
baking chocolate. Sift flour, meas- 
ure one and two-thirds cups and 
resift with two teaspoons baking 
powder, one-fourth teaspoon soda 
and three-fourths teaspoon salt. 
Cream one-half cup shortening; 
add one cup brown sugar and one- 
half cup cocoa and beat hard. Add 
two beaten eggs and blend. Add 
sifted dry ingredients alternately 
with one-half cup milk, starting 
and ending with flour mixture. 
Beat well after each addition. Add 
one teaspoon vanilla, one-half cup 
nutmeats and one-half cup raisins, 
Drop ‘by spoonfuls on an oiled 
cookie sheet. Bake in oven at 375 
degreés F. for 12 to 15 minutes. 
Cover with plain powdered sugar 
icing or a chocolate icing if de- 
sired. Makes three dozen medium 
sized cookies.

REACHED New York City Mon- 
| day afternocn and in the eve- 

ning I went to speak at the 
Rev. Charles Young Trigg’s church 
at 129th street and Seventh ave- 
nue, It was a community inter- 
denominational meeting in cele- 
bration of Brotherhood week. Dr. 
Robert W. Searles of the Greater 
New York Federation of Churches 
also spoke and a united choir from 
many churches sang very beauti- 
fully. 


We made the 10 o'clock train 
for Greensboro and arrived yes- 
terday morning, unfortunately too 
late to go to Dr. Charlotte Haw- 
kins Brown’s school at Sedalia, in 
which my mother-in-law was in- 


terested. I had a chance to go to 
the home of my hostess, Mrs. Ju- 
lius Cone, before Dr. and Mrs, 
David D. Jones of Bennett Col- 
lege took us to the Agricultural 
and Technical College, where some 
thousand young colored people are 
getting a very good education in 
home economics, farming, horti- 
culture, engineering and other 
fields. 


After a very delightful lunch at 
Mrs. Cone’s, we were at Bennett 
College at 2 o’clock, and had an 
opportunity to see a number of 
the campus buildings and to meet 
some of the faculty and students 
at tea. Finally we went out to 
find school children from the col- 
ored public schools gathered on 
the campus with a few of their 
elders. I talked to them and later 
was interviewed on the local radio

Combat on the Western Front 
made necessary the replacement 
of 5000 tires on American vehicles 
daily, Army statistics reveal.

UNIQUE gift, a one-book edi- 
A tion called “A History of 

Watercraft,” was received re- 
cently by President Roosevelt. 
The book took «25 years or so of 
one man’s life to make, covers 
about 12,000 years in the depiction 
of its subject, and cost the giver 
—just to count money, and not 
such intangibles as energy and 
loving care—between $40,000 and 


,000, 

The gift was presented to the 
President by Harold C. (“Mickey”) 
Stiers, a St. Louis contractor who 
builds model boats as a hobby. 
He went to the White House, on 
the President's invitation, to de- 
liver it personally. 

The book weighs 50 pounds, has 
300 pages 32 inches tall by 22 
inches wide, and is six inches 
thick. The guards at the White 
House don’t let you get by the 
gates without first inspecting 
what you've brought along. This 
book, all wrapped up pretty, was 
big as a paving block and looked 
as if it might be something be- 
sides a book, they jokingly re 
marked to its bearer. They opened 
it up and went through its pages. 
They took note that its text— 
which tells you all about boats 
back to the Badarian boats, 10,000 
B. C., and down to the Nazi battle- 
ship Tirpitz—is printed on rice 
paper, which is the same kind of 
paper used by the Congressional 
Library. They were told that the 
etchings it has on practically 
every other page are on eggshell 
paper. Stiers, who saw their in- 
terest changing from professional 
suspicion to private enthusiasm, 
informed them that the binding 
on the book they were admiring 
was of French Levant, the same 
kind of leather the Vatican Li- 
brary has used for book bindings 
for the last 500 years or so. He 
told the guards that the copy, all 
hand-written, was in a_ special 
waterproof ink, and that the 
hand-writing itself was especially 
designed for this book. He was 
quite talkative, the guards recep- 
tive. He and they suddenly real- 
ized his appointment with the 
President was due in the next 
three minutes. 

“Go ahead,” the guards said, 
“we'll bring the book in after 
you.” 

“It was easy talking to the 
guards,” Stiers said, a few days 
after his return from Washington, 
“but I should have saved the pa- 
laver for the President, because 
boats, after all, are his hobby.” 

Stiers remembers that he went 
through the East Gate at the 
White House at exactly 5:20 p. m. 
and that when he got back to his 
hotel it was 8:20 p. m. He remem- 
bers that, approaching where he 
was to meet the President, “The

perspiration streamed down my 
face, my clothes wrinkled and 
shrunk like pride carried into a 
church, and I felt, generally, as 
though I had swallowed a foot- 
ball.” He also remembers that the 
President, with whom he’d been 
negotiating indirectly to receive 
the gift for months, smiled on 
greeting him, and gave him “a 
hard handshake.” There was a 
sort of a speech Stiers had pre- 
pared in advance. Now he found 
himself saying that he hoped the 
President would receive the gift, 
and use it for any purpose that he 
saw fit, “such as to raise funds for 
the Navy and the Coast Guard.”

ISTERS, born in Ohio but a 
S resdient of St. Louis since he 
was six months old, lives at 
5533 Lindell boulevard, in a home 
his late father built, 

“While I was still a child,” he 
said, “I felt a hunger to have a 
special reason for living quite 
apart from the necessities of 
making a livelihood. The sea at- 
tracted me immensely, maybe be- 
cause I had never seen the sea. 
Carving a model in wood of a 
boat I saw in an old magazine 
started me on my course.” 

Since that day Stiers has built 
literally hundreds of boat models, 
There are, as said, the “Bada- 
rians,” the earliest known craft. 
These were simply-hewn ships, 
that plowed the inland water of 
Ancient Egypt. There’s, for in- 
stance, “The Sovereign of the 
Seas,” a gun bristling English war- 


ship of 1637 A. D., built by 
Charles the First. There are 
models of the “Whoopee” boats of 
kings, such as t “Caligula” 
boats, built for Caligula, the Ro- 
man Emperor. And many others. 
They were exhibited last night at 
the new home of the Academy of 
Science of St. Louis, 4642 Lindell 
boulevard. 

Stiers, in his research to get 
authenticity in his reproductions, 
has had the help of thousands of 
documents, blueprints, photo- 
graphs, etchings, etc., collected 
from books, magazines, museums 
and private collections from all 
over the world. His interest, ex- 
panding from the building of boats 
to allied crafts, now includes the 
collection of boats of all kinds, 
of Chinese jades, turquoises, ru- 
bies and ivories, not to mention 
expensive woods such as teak- 
wood, rosewood, etc. 

After more than a quarter of a 
century of work on his models, 
Stiers decided to give his work 
the permanent form of a book. 
He dedicated the book, which was 
begun in 1937 and completed in 
late 1944, to his mother, a well- 
known philanthropist here during 
her lifetime. Never interested in 
possible commercial usages for the 
book, he never planned it to have 
an edition of more than one or 
two. Then somebody reminded 
him of the President's love of wa- 
tercraft. Admiring the President 
as @ man and as the leader of the 
nation, Stiers rededicated the book 
to honor both Stiers’ mother and 
the President.
